article entitled Important,’ Mary 
Walsh The Commonweal, for November 16, 1932. 
refer especially the lines, interested chil- 
dren’s literature. Many our Catholic librarians 
not realize the great activity that field. Children’s 
rooms the public libraries are crowded. All this un- 
selfish activity, this still growing development, the 
striking educational effort, and little participation 
Catholics.” These words fired with the desire 
enlist your librarians wiping out the 
charges made against us. 

The twentieth century has transformed childhood 
from terra incognita taken for granted into realm 
bristling with experiments and activities. The redis- 
covery the child this century fact far more 
significant than any scientific discovery, for science 
personifies the material while the child symbolizes the 
material dominated the spiritual which the im- 
portant thing the final appraisal-of any civilization. 

talk quite glibly the child the man to- 
morrow, the molder the destiny the nation. But 
what are doing librarians, body educa- 
tors, make the child today the man tomorrow, 
the molder the destiny the nation? Too many 
are content with mere words. must begin cast 
aside all this verbiage and proceed act. Where shall 
begin? Let take the findings some recent in- 
vestigations for our starting point. One these in- 
vestigations, what exerted the greatest influence 
the life the child, showed that was not the 
father, the mother, nor the school, but the quality 
reading done prior the age sixteen which in- 
fluenced the child the most. Not surprising! For 
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not the child during his formative years imaginative 
and curious? These inherent propensities must sat- 
isfied. Too soon does the child discover that most 
adults are incapable furnishing this satisfaction. 
what does turn? books! the printed page! 
Now, the beautiful, the noble, and the permanent 
are placed within the reach these 
vibrating question marks” who should better 
equipped than the mother, teacher, and libra- 
rian? The great triumvirate the education the 
child. 


The Library Necessary 


the light the above investigation, what form 
should the greatest development our work libra- 
rians take the future? Should not closer tie 
between the parochial school and their sister institu- 
tion, the library, order that the library may become 
truly live branch our Catholic educational sys- 
tem? The library must recognized not something 


desirable but absolutely necessary complement 


the parochial school. Not only must the library 
used assist the education the child, but 
the school its turn must recognize its duty equip 
the child for the enjoyment the resources the li- 
brary. Two worlds offer their riches every youth 
who steps out from the threshold the school the 
world affairs and the world books. Happy 
who well prepared participate both. 

spite our improved system education, many 
are not prepared participate the world books. 
Many adults have never acquired the art reading 
and have desire acquire exercise it. This fact 
has caused many our educators and librarians un- 
dertake studies and surveys the reading habits 
adults. They wish know why that although 
people have learned read school, they little 
serious reading after they leave school, and what 
worse, they show almost interest in, knowledge 
of, the great masterpieces literature. What the

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The Modern Environment 


Perhaps those who have acquired our taste for 
good literature the quiet surrounding homes well 
furnished with the best the world’s classics, will an- 
swer uncertain terms that the modern home 
blame. protect ourselves saying that the dis- 
appearance the old-fashioned home and the lure 
the movies negate any good that the school library 
may accomplish. True! But are living the year 
1934, and must face the realities 1934. im- 
portant for look forward and reconstruct our 
views child life and guidance the light current 
changes. 

the majority our homes today, find too 
many parents who are completely and placidly unin- 
terested the reading their children and addi- 
tion, devoid the highest appreciation the value 
good literature the early education their chil- 
dren. When child comes from such home, in- 
deed fortunate through the school and the library 
not fortunate, the mediocre, the harmful, the vicious 
inevitably come his way, and soon mentally vi- 
tiated the sensational, the melodramatic, and all 
too often, the salacious. 


Mother, Teacher, Librarian 


becomes paramount importance, therefore, for 
decide who shall direct our children’s reading. 
present the problem being solved this order: 
librarian, teacher, and mother. permanent good 
can come such procedure. The order must re- 
versed, mother, teacher, and librarian. Note that 
either arrangement this triple alliance the teacher 
the connecting link, bond, between the home and 
the library, the child and the book. She must the 
genial host introducing the home the library, the 
child the book. Parents and teachers are linked to- 
gether common personal interest the child for 
whose welfare both are responsible. one can 
much the teacher interpret the meaning the 
library the parents, hence upon the teacher’s shoul- 
ders rests the major responsibility directing our chil- 
dren’s reading. 

Some you teachers may say, librarians 
may have said you, that help the formation 
what called the “library habit” the work the 
librarian, that the work the teacher teach the 
children what found their textbooks, and that 
there scarcely enough time for that. Those who rea- 
son thus are forgetting three things: first, that the 
teacher one two hours that the 
second, that the teacher’s word any subject, where 
books are concerned, usually final with the child: 
and third, that the great function the teacher, 
which she should bend every energy, give the 
pupils under her care taste for good literature. Again 
this argument put forth many teachers: “If you 
interest children library books you will cause them 
neglect their schoolbooks.” Such argument the 
light present-day educational surveys and general 
culture tests passé. has always been experi- 
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ence, and sure that the majority you will cor- 
roborate assertion, that the best students were 
those who were the greatest readers. Such students 
have time for the studies that grind well for those 
that polish. Melvil Dewey, outstanding educator 
and librarian, said: should vastly prefer own 
child leave school with taste for good books and 
record comparative failure his studies, than 
have him take all the honors his examinations and 
begin life with genuine liking for good literature.” 
Another writer has wisely teach our boys and 
girls read without provision for what that reading 
pert use knife, fork, and spoon without provision 
their physical food.” 

Why should dwell length children’s read- 
ing? Perhaps excerpt from well-known paper 
few years ago and the result social survey one 
our large cities will answer this question. 


GROWTH CHILD CRIME RECEIVES 
ATTENTION 

Washington, C., Oct. 9.— Child crime now engaging 
the attention officials the department labor and other 
agencies the government. Juvenile courts all big cities 
are crowded with offenders. several cities additional judges 
have been assigned juvenile courts clean the dockets. 
Reformatories, detention homes, and houses refuge, 
which police send boys and girls under the age sixteen, 
are crowded sections the country. 

survey one our large cities revealed the as- 
tounding fact that ninety per cent the crimes and 
delinquencies the boys and girls under sixteen, who 
appeared juvenile court were sent correctional 
institutions, were traceable the literature read and 
the movies seen during these formative years. These 
facts need further explanation. They bear witness 
verity the following statements: first, that 
the eye rather than the ear the great gate the soul 
second, that the great majority our ideas and ideals 
are drawn from the printed page; third, that are 
better than the people whom consort with 
the printed page; fourth, that live, move, and have 
our being, with the characters who people our reading 
fifth, that literature reacts upon life and fashions 
just much life fashions literature; and sixth, 
that you might well try mold the vessel clay 
after taken from the kiln change the reading 
habits boy girl after sixteen. 


Early Habits are Strong 


The last statement may open criticism mod- 
ification. Personally, believe that the statement 
correct. Any love for reading acquired after high school 
tivated meet the demand the hour. way 
can compared that appreciation and love which 
grows day day life-long habits are formed. Dr. 
Lewis Terman his Children’s Reading arrives the 
conclusion that child’s reading habits are perma- 
nently fixed the time sixteen. Walter Pitkin 
his Art Learning develops the theory that almost 
any person any age can learn, with this exception, 
who has formed the habit reading useless trash 
between the ages ten and sixteen. Can any teacher 
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librarian question the impor- 
tance providing for our chil- 
dren the literature power 
which inspires and builds char-, 
acter? The supreme concern 
education should the 
building character, but char- 
acter grows out habit, habits 
are based actions, actions 
motives, and motives reffec- 
tion. What makes most people 
reflect usually reading that 
provides reflection. Reversing the 
order have reflection generat- 
ing motives, 
action repeated habits, and 
habits the supreme thing life 
—character. Whether begin 
end with character cannot 
habits.

teacher who knows not literature, and loves not, 
should not appointed teach direct children 
any age. knowledge children’s interests and love 
and knowledge literature the teacher solves the 
reading problem youth. not sufficient able 
say what best; but necessary that one know 
the best for himself. amount discussion about 
books, their contents their authors, can take the 
place actual familiarity with the books themselves. 
When and how teachers shall come know the best 
books our problem.

made available our children. What will all our 
efforts the cause Catholic education avail 
twenty years more not now succeed 
the task building Christian viewpoint the 
hearts and minds our youth? Remember, cause 
makes headway without the codperation and the in- 
fluence the printed word.

GUIDE READING 


The modern practice high schools permitting 
and even encouraging students read books intended 
only for adult minds received well-merited rebuke 
from Miss Grace Shepard the September, 1933, 
issue Education. Miss Shepard said: 

“Children today are not only permitted but actually 
encouraged read books dealing distinctly with adult 
life, with the experiences and feelings that only adults 
may have. They cannot understand with their minds 
what they are reading, nor feel with their hearts. These 
books are often discussed school and the opinions 
the children are solicited. Since they lack the 
edge upon which found opinions their own, they 
are obliged give vicarious and therefore vicious judg- 
ments. True moral and literary taste must devel- 
oped from the actualities one’s own life, not from 
the imagined life characters books, nor the 
imitated life teachers and friends. Furthermore, 
childhood hurried into adolescence and adolescence 
forced into maturity, the boy girl robbed his 
birthright.”

Editor's Note. The teacher's success in present and future work may 
depend very much on the kind of supervision practiced in her school. 
Needless to say, she has the right to expect constructive criticism and 
help from an experienced teacher, not mere inspection for the purpose 
of rating her work. Sister Veronica makes some sound observations on 
the qualifications and duties of the supervisor. 


ITHIN the past decade, supervision has 

passed from the static the dynamic stage, 

from passive, nearly extinct stage 
extremely active one, and the process has undergone 
very pleasing transformation. used known 
inspection and its reputation was none too good. 
Now comes the guise friend, ready and 
willing service and pleading for the privilege 
taking small part the great work educating 
the young. 

the early literature the subject supervision, 
attention was focused upon the teacher nowadays she 
judged the results her labor, and the 
learner upon whom the spotlight turned, and, 
consequence, all and everything tending improve 
the learning activity comes under the head super- 
vision. What the child learning and how doing 
and what ideals and attitudes developing dur- 
ing the process are now the concerns the supervisor. 


Principal Supervisor 

The question naturally asked is, “Who the best 
person supervise?” The regular principal some- 
one who drops occasionally see what going on? 
Undoubtedly the principal each school. This official 
should given full authority and then held respon- 
sible for results insofar can control the processes 
that produce them. The principal knows his teachers 
better than any visiting supervisor could ever get 
know them merely visiting the classes once 
twice year and can give the advice, the help 
needed, better than anyone else; knows the pupils 
and has their interests heart occasional 
visitor could; probably knows the community and 
familiar with its needs, peculiarities, and educa- 
tional demands. For all these reasons classroom super- 
vision rightly belongs the principal. There may 
special general supervisor one needed for 
advice and counsel, but all means leave the super- 
vision the principal the school even becomes 
necessary relieve him the clerical work the 
office. Needless say, should trained for super- 
vision, otherwise time, money, and energy are lost and 
the results extremely doubtful. 

Each our schools any size should have 
principal who not obliged spend the day 
classroom. The school needs the entire attention the 
principal, and expect anyone teach class all day

and held responsible for the welfare the school 
not fair the school, the teacher, nor the pupils. 
Providing supervising principal additional 
burden the pastor, for calls for extra salary, 
and another burden the communities which 
must provide such person and train her, but the 
welfare our schools demands the sacrifice and 
have never yet failed meet just demands. And 
really more economical, for release from the strain 
doing two person’s work should result better health 
and longer service. 


Standards for Supervisor 


what standards does the supervisor gauge the 
work sees; how does decide what well done 
and what not and why? evident that the stand- 
ards used industry from which borrowed super- 
vision, cannot used judging products entirely 
different. The results industry are tangible. One can 
see, handle, and estimate the worth the industrial 
product, but schoolwork cannot rated such 
terms; the spiritual and the cultural cannot eval- 
uated dollars and cents marketable values. 
Even industry regard for the individual differences 
the group compels one expect less some and 
more others, and all the members group 
industrial workers not the same amount work 
given time nor they equally well. Then, 
industry much the work piecework; the man 
who makes screw may not obliged make the 
nut fit it, and makes perfect screw, his part 
the job done and becomes someone else’s prob- 
lem make nut suit his screw. Not with 
schoolwork. the first place, there are few any 
tangible results gauged and such appear may 
long coming. Then there the difficulty eval- 
uating them terms that appeal our understanding. 
comparatively easy, course, put value 
upon achievement, but even full measure achieve- 
ment not any means the only object educa- 
tion. Again, teaching not confined one particular 
phase the child’s life. must developed all 
sides and from every angle during the whole school 
life making screws his case and leaving 
the fitting done the next grade, for what 
not done the right time apt undone. 
evident that some other method than that vogue 
the industrial world must prevail the school 
world. 


Atmosphere Classroom 
The supervisor’s first step when visiting class 
“get the atmosphere.” not easy put “get the 
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into words, because something you 
feel rather than see hear. Supposing, for instance, 
that you enter room suddenly, and lively talk you 
heard you came down the Stairs ceases and there 
dead silence—can you “get the atmosphere”? 
Again, suppose you enter classroom where the pupils 
are sitting straight afraid move and giving 
signs life, and the teacher, evidently displeased, 
her desk watching for the slightest bit dis- 
order you can easily the Reverse 
the picture and see the change the atmosphere. 

The keynote supervision that relationships 
and determine them the supervisor’s next concern. 
The human element will always the most important 
and the most interesting any educational under- 
taking, and any attempt disregard sure 
bring disaster; hence, getting and keeping the good 
will and enlisting the those supervised 
essential part supervision program. 

Evidently then, one the supervisor’s chief con- 
cerns when the act supervising see what 
relations exist between the teacher and her pupils and 
then discover how the pupils regard one another. The 
esprit corps, important element every organ- 
ized undertaking, the classroom the sine qua non 
success, for the learning process can best carried 
where the relations are cordial and the atmosphere 
redolent peace. Antagonisms, annoyances, and all 
that affects the class unfavorably are detriments 
right learning. The attitude prevailing should that 
family, where the ordinary manners and customs 
indicative good breeding prevail and mutual con- 
sideration and fair play are evidence. right regard 
for authority expressed the teacher, without 
excessive formality, and fearless approach and 
cordial manner are expected from the pupils; 
motherly attitude neither too formal nor too free, sug- 
gestive kindly interest and sincere friendship com- 
bined with the manners lady, should describe the 
teacher. This combination should give all the atmos- 
phere well-ordered place business needs. 

There high degree correlation existing be- 
tween the relationships the classroom and the effec- 
tiveness the instruction given therein. supervisor 
should have little difficulty getting the atmosphere 
classroom sensing the relationships existing 
within it. Walk into the classroom teacher who 
loves teaching and children and you will find the most 
cordial relations existing between teacher and pupil, 
eagerness learn and desire please the side 
the little folks and nagging nor scolding the 
part the teacher; all things reasonably well all 
the time. Then picture teacher who dislikes teach- 
ing and children but who must the work. you 
think the youngsters like her one bit better than she 
likes them that much the learning line goes 
that classroom? Once again, there high degree 
correlation between the relationship and the instruc- 
tion given any classroom. 


The Teacher’s Purpose 

The next step supervision ascertain the 
teacher’s purpose. one teaches successfully with- 
having some end view. Giving this aim 
prominent place and allowing dominate the teach- 
ing act the object lesson plans. supervise well, 
supervisor must know the teacher’s purpose aim, 
not merely guess surmise it. His rule must be: Get 
the teacher’s aim definitely and judge accordingly. 
Needless say, individual differences prevail among 
teachers among pupils and each teacher has her 
own way attacking subject and this attack 
made from the angle dominated her purpose. 
quite possible that more teachers need help choos- 
ing purposes that are worth while than any other 
phase schoolwork and that most the failures 
teaching are due the lack well-defined purpose. 
Some method should used acquaint the super- 
visor with the teacher’s object, otherwise will 
impossible tell whether not the aim has been 
reached. matters little what the purpose called. 
one chooses, but unless clear, there object 
supervision. 

Beyond doubt, entails great labor and consumes 
much time state the teacher’s aim, and the pupil’s 
aim for the five six different subjects taught daily 
the elementary school and few teachers have time 
into such detail but the purpose must clear 
the teacher’s mind and that the pupil, too, 
any real work done. Even with very visible 
target full view and with all the guns attention, 
interest, and determination succeed pointed it, 
rarely can the teacher reach the goal with all her class. 
one could start with definite purpose, proceed 
along definite line action, and reach the definite 
purpose logically following from the start and the 
procedure, teaching would easy. The fallibility 
the teacher must considered and must the mental 
and physical differences the children. Hence the 
question is, one judge the class the number 
who succeed mastering the subject satisfactorily, 
those who did moderately well and perhaps put forth 
far more effort doing than those who excelled 
more, those who got only the bare essentials and 
got them none too well and yet worked the hardest 
Examinations play such part schoolwork that the 
teacher forced center her attention subject 
matter rather than upon the learning process, thus 
end becomes subservient means. wonder the 
old-time recitations are yielding “study 
units,” “projects,” etc., where attention fixed upon 


the learning attitude instead upon fact-gathering. 
the purpose education make conditions such 
that learning must take place, the worth the teach- 
er’s purpose should judged the conditions for 
learning she establishes and not much the re- 
actions the pupils.

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Evaluating the Recitation 

Evaluating the recitation, the real work super- 
vision, comes next, and the supervisor needs all the 
alertness mind, all the skill and all the experience 
teacher and pupil, for must not only know what 
right and what wrong with the recitation but 
must know why right why wrong, and 
must prepared apply the proper remedy. 

Procedure varies somewhat with the kind lesson. 
All study teaching lessons call for problem, the 
data needed solve it, and conclusion statement 
the solution. Inductive, deductive, development, 
fact, all the reliable types lessons can used 
working out study teaching lesson and all the 
many methods vogue can brought bear 
the subject. 

the teacher having drill lesson, find out what 
skill accuracy she trying fix and then judge the 
recitation the zeal and energy the pupils put into 
and the good judgment used stopping when the 
purpose secured. possible put the matter test. 
The rules for drill are: clear aim known both 
teacher and pupils, snappy procedure, and prompt 
stopping when the desired end reached. Some teach- 
ers encourage their pupils use progress cards and 
the student marks his own improvement, thus provid- 
ing incentive for further improvement. 


The Appreciation Lesson 

The appreciation lesson has been slow coming 
its own and you notice even now comes last the 
list, intimating that the least importance. 
may well get idea this kind lesson before 
attacking the procedure it. the study lesson the 
learner looks for truth, the appreciation lesson 
looks for worth personal value the things 
learns. The worth human relations and conduct 
social appreciation and the enjoyment the beautiful 
esthetic appreciation. Both involve the cultivation 
the emotions. 

this kind lesson, every other, look for the 
aim. The procedure not definite here 
the lesson have discussed. Hayward gives what 
calls negative and positive preparation. The 
negative consists two points, anticipatory interest 
and overcoming distractions. The first attempt 
make good first impression, the idea being 
arouse the interest and excite the imagination the 
pupil advance and the second aims keeping the 
pupil’s mind the subject whole avoiding 
calling attention difficult words, inverted phrases, 
anything else that might interfere with enjoying the 
art, music, literature. 

There plan for technique the appreciation 
lesson. The appreciation may secured any means 
you wish, but get first and then after technique 
—of the two, the appreciation far the more 
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important. the study picture, the procedure 
will probably not the same studying music for 
appreciation, and literature may vary still more. 
social appreciation even more difficult out- 
line method procedure, but the supervisor can 
judge the past appreciation lessons the conduct 
the class and the relationship between the 
teacher and the pupils. the right ideals have not 
been impressed upon the pupils and they fail habit- 
ually social usages, more than likely that they 
will when the supervisor present, for 
amount coaching can make them over short 
time. Entreating pupils behave seldom effective 
any more than telling them pay attention. The only 
way secure right conduct give children the 
idea that they are expected behave and anything 
else out the question. time they will see the 
matter the teacher does. Folks generally live 
our expectation them. 


Conference with Teacher 

When the visit over, conference with the teacher 
over the headings with the teacher and discuss 
her work connection with them. supervisor can 
improve teaching the teacher not willing 
improved. The desire must come from within and all 
the supervisor can point out defects and 
suggest remedies. Usually the conference great 
value both supervisor and supervised they 
approach the right spirit. The bonds sympathy 
and common interest are forces strong enough 
overcome prejudices and misunderstandings 
bring about complete accord. 

Many things have taken into consideration 
judging class. For this reason well get 
preview the school before beginning the supervisory 
work. the school located good section the 
city and the children come from homes culture and 
refinement, the situation will entirely different 
from that school the poorer part the town 
and from the children illiterate poorly educated 
parents. much cannot expected from the children 
foreign parents from those who speak the lan- 
guage the country well. judging teacher and 
her work, all these things must considered must 
her personality, her experience, her education, and 
her teaching ability. Teaching best not easy, and 
all the sympathy, tact, and kindness supervisor can 
bring the work are needed keep the morale 
and speed the teacher the way even when she has 
the comforting assurance that “those who instruct 
others unto justice shall shine stars for all eternity.”

Two 
years ago there was celebrated this country the One 
Hundred and Fiftieth Anniversary the Battle 
Yorktown. Catholic teachers lost our opportunity 
tell the truth about that battle. was Father 
Lawrence Kenny, S.J., professor American history 
the University Detroit, who called attention 
certain important facts about the Battle York- 
town. The facts are these: 

Washington, C., May 24, 1902, statue 
Rochambeau was unveiled. Not only was the French 
Minister present, but French man-of-war brought 
special delegation from Paris. commemorate the 
occasion, special commission was appointed study 
the facts the relation France the United States 
the Revolutionary War. This commission com- 
mittee worked under the direction Klein 
the Pennsylvania Historical Society. Nearly five years 
were spent preparing the large volume 650 pages 
commemorating the erection the statue. The book 
was finally published the expense the United 
States, and known as: Senate Document No. 537, 
Volume 32, 59th Congress, 1st Session, 1905-1906. 

From pages 506 510 the work issued under the 
direction Klein given summary the French 
forces the United States. According this summary, 
France sent the United States during the Revolu- 
tionary War, 33,930 soldiers and sailors, 
3,494 guns, and $50,000,000. the Battle York- 
town there were 20,855 French sailors and 8,024 French 
soldiers, giving total 28,879. The American sol- 
diers numbered about 7,000. 

There were really two distinct battles Yorktown. 
The first was the naval battle between the French and 
the English fleets. Not.a single American participated 
this part the contest; and yet was the most 
important the two. prevented the English fleet 
from bringing help the land army and sealed the 
fate Cornwallis. the land battle that followed 
the French sailors and soldiers outnumbered the Amer- 
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ican four one. The Battle Yorktown was 
French and Yorktown was the decisive battle 
the war. 

Now, why did not more make known these 
facts about the Battle Yorktown? shall attempt 
one explanation; this: When Catholics seek 
point out the truth about historical matters our ad- 
versaries cry out: Controversy! Let 
cease from all had such experience 
few years ago with two historians, each whom had 
been president American historical society. 
not wish revive the unpleasant affair, shail 
standard history statement Professor and wrote 
him, inclosing stamped envelope, for his authority.

such statement. again wrote Professors and 
Several letters were exchanged and, finally Professor 
replied long and indignant letter that did not 
care for controversy. finally closed the correspon- 
dence reminding both professors that they had be- 
gun the controversy making statements which they 
were unable prove. 

not appealing our Catholic teachers enter 
upon any controversy about Maryland’s being the 
home religious freedom; but claim that 
are making big mistake not our part 
bring these facts before our American citizens; and 
cannot bring our non-Catholic friends see and 
acknowledge the truth, let least know the truth 
and tell our pupils and students. 

The celebration the Tercentenary the Founda- 
tion Colonial Maryland began November 22, 1933, 
commemoration the sailing the Ark and the 
Dove.

ing. Praising the spirit which prompted Lord Balti- 
more long ago carve new empire out the wilder- 
ness, Mr. Roosevelt said: ‘It spirit ought 
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match 1933.’ Then pointing out that Baltimore 
his charter not only obtained religious liberty for 
his followers but also for those who came after him, 
the President observed that while was good thing 
give liberty ourselves, ‘it better give liberty 
others who not agree with us.’ Mr. Roosevelt 
called Baltimore’s action ‘his greatest contribution 
free America.’ Observing that Baltimore overcome ob- 
stacles that confronted him, the President said: ‘We 
have our own fights wage, for just obstinate and 
for just intolerant persons live 

Georgetown University also held commemorative ex- 
ercises attended dignitaries Church and State. 
England Cowes the Island Wight another cele- 
bration was held. that occasion Mr. Edward 
MacDonald sent this message across the Atlantic: 
“Three hundred years ago this week two ships left 
Cowes prepared not only for danger mid-Atlantic, 
but also for all the hazards attending the settlement 
families strange land.

they are this time. Religious opinions wrought 
civil disqualifications, and one could vexed with 
religious tests, nor legally taxed support any church 
any name.

Those principles 
and ideals furnish love self-government and reli- 
gious liberty the finest traditions our state. 
not surprising this day rapidly changing condi- 
tions, that the foundation upon which our state was 
built and which zealously strive maintain, be- 
comes object envy and source help those 
our sister states who have forgotten the past and 
realizing their mistakes now seek return. would 
real service, and believe inestimable good, if, 
before the people our country today, could throw 
upon the screen rehearsal Maryland’s contribu- 
tions the country from the time when the colonists 
established the first community the world where 
those all religious faiths could worship friend- 
ship together, down through all the ages present-day 
conditions. 

Few Protestant historians have written beauti- 
fully and sympathetically Maryland did Ban- 
croft; while his touching words have been often

The Mary- 
land colony was composed from the outset both 
Catholics and Protestants, the Catholics being the 
majority. cannot suppose that with ordinary 
share prudence the Protestants would have placed 
themselves the hands Catholics without some pre- 
vious understanding the rights conscience and 
the liberty enjoying unmolested their own religion. 
Sufficient proofs have come down that such was 
the case. so, the Maryland colony has the honor 
taking the lead the cause religious freedom, and 
being the first community modern times, which 
the civil was effectively separated from the ecclesias- 
tical power.” 
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consoling for Catholic turn old docu- 
ment written over hundred years ago, and con- 
scious that have kept the true spirit religious 
liberty there depicted. Catholics can say with jus- 
tice and pride that from the foundation Maryland 
this day they have attacked the faith and religious 
rights one. They suffered patience when per- 
secuted Maryland, they saw their churches and 
convents burned during Know-Nothing times; they 
walked with heads erect when the A.P.A. and the Klan 
maligned them, for they knew that justice and right 
this country would prevail. their lives have been 
verified the noble sentiments expressed the hier- 
archy pastoral letter 1929: “We exhort you 
imitate the glorious and creditable example those 
good men who first sowed the mustard seed our 
faith this part our continent. They were fully 
convinced these great truths which now pro- 
claim, that they suffered, joyfully, every description 
persecution rather than swerve from that one holy 
Catholic and Apostolic Church which you and they 
and belong. Yet neither the principles that faith, 
nor the affliction which they endured, created any un- 
kind feeling their benevolent hearts; and though 
even this side the Atlantic, upon their arrival, 
they found persecution everywhere armed with the im- 
plements torture, inflicting pain and death under 
the pretext piety, they ventured introduce 
milder, better, more Christianlike principle; that 
genuine religious liberty, which though declares 
that truth single, that religious indifference crim- 
inal the eye God, and the religious error willfully

For them had only the vilest language and the 
abusive treatment. have long searched histories 
and biographies for single proof even one Cath- 
olic being Williams’ settlement during the whole 
the seventeenth century. Remember that during this 
century Catholics were seeking place refuge. Dur- 
ing the greater part this time both civil and religious 
freedom was taken from the Catholics Maryland. 
they were welcome Rhode Island why did they 
not there? can give you the answer: they would 
not have been allowed settle there either the time 
Roger Williams after his time.

The following unit work that was carried out 
first- and second-grade room. The main objective was 
inspire the children with greater love for God and 
appreciation His goodness manifested nature. 
Other objectives were provide new experiences and material 
for and written expression, reading, writing, number 
work, art, manual training, and profitable recreation. 

began discussing the goodness our Heavenly 
Father, who gives the sunshine and the rain, the birds 
and the flowers, and everything need. learned about 
the four seasons, the months the year, and the days 
the week. Posters were made represent the four seasons. 
large calendar was used learning the months and the 
days. Each child was given little chart, which 
reproduce calendar for the month. The children were drilled 
finding dates and feast days the calendar. centered 
particularly around the Easter season, which was approach- 
ing. The real meaning Easter was brought home the 
children. 


Method Approach 

was this point that went out excursion 
the meadow look for signs spring. noticed that 
the pussy willows were just waking after their winter sleep. 
The children collected few branches watch them grow. 
The peach and plum trees were just bloom. The ground 
was covered with clover blossoms, which the butterflies 
were having feast. For while the children amused them- 
selves making flower chains. The first tender leaves were 
making their appearance the trees. The robin and the lark 
were announcing the coming spring. noticed brood 
young chicks, just out for stroll the sunshine. 

The children learned not only observe, but enjoy the 
freshness and beauty nature, awakening was, new 
life. The main object this excursion, however, was give 
the children store material, drawn from their own obser- 
vation, which would furnish the subject matter for subsequent 
work, religion, language, reading, number work, spelling, 
and drawing. 

Another activity was the collection empty birds’ nests, 
order observe the different kinds nests built 
different kinds birds. Bulbs, particularly narcissus and 
Easter lilies, were brought school. study was made 
the different kinds plants. Specimens were gathered 
plants that grow from seeds, from bulbs, from cuttings; 
and these were planted boxes. The children learned the 
different kinds trees, the distinction between fruit trees, 
shade trees, timber, evergreens, etc. They made list the 
kinds trees that grow their native country. They gath- 
ered sample leaves from familiar trees, which they glued 
onto chart and labeled. They also learned the various uses 
trees.

The best compositions were read 
the class the following day. Much emulation was created 
when the pupils were told that gold,star would awarded 
for every composition that had mistake spelling, capitals, 
and periods.

This composition took week’s work. series object 
lessons relative spring were developed the same way, 
one week being devoted each. Whenever possible the 
lessons were preceded some real experience, which gave 
color and interest what might otherwise have been far- 
fetched and abstract without any relation the actual life 
the children. Some these activities were: 

Constructing window boxes. 

Planting seeds, bulbs, and cuttings. 

Easter-egg hunt. 
Collecting empty birds’ nests. 


The Sand Table 


The sand table was made represent early spring. was 
divided into three sections. One section was fenced 
form chicken yard. Little chicks were cut from construction 
cardboard pasted behind each one make stand. Another 
section represented lawn, which white rabbits were play- 
ing, some hopping and others sitting up. The lowest section 
was made form creek. This was good place for duck 
pond, which made sinking basin into the sand and 
lining the inside with pebbles. was then filled with water. 
Little yellow ducks were cut out from paper. Some were 
inserted corks and tack driven into the bottom balance 
the ducks they floated around the pond; others were 
standing just outside the pond. 

Finally, overshadowing the sand table, was large cherry 
tree, covered with pink blossoms made from crépe paper. 
The tree was dead one, and the blossoms were made 
twisting wire around the center strips paper one and 
half inches long and three fourths inch wide, about 
two inches apart the wire. The wires were twisted around 
the bare branches and gave the appearance real cherry 
tree just bloom. 

bird house was constructed from pasteboard box and 
placed the tree. Life-sized birds were cut out natural 
colors from construction paper and different shades were 
added with crayons. Some were fixed the tree with wires; 
others flying ones were suspended from the branches 
thin threads. Two three the empty nests that had been 
brought school were put the tree. Eggs were made from 
clay and mother bird was cut out and made sit 
the eggs. This construction work was done mostly during 
periods and rainy days, during recess time. 

Such work provided ample material for language, spelling, 
writing, and numbers. taught the children co- 
Operate group work. They acquired certain sense 
responsibility. gave them many exercises manual train- 
ing. called for originality and observation. served 
cultivate taste and appreciation for the esthetic. created 
deeper interest the wonders nature. Finally, aroused 
ambition and love for schoolwork.

The compositions developed during the language period 
furnished material for number reading lessons, drawn 
the children’s own experience. Some these lessons 
printed large charts. Most them were written 
the board.

The 
diagram represents room with blackboard two walls.

shown numbers parenthesis and the other players 
placed farther apart. 


The game requires scorekeeper who keeps detailed record 
the runs, outs, strikes, fouls, and innings; two umpires 
considerable ability solving problems and detecting 
errors, well disorderly work. The first umpire 
responsible for decisions regarding the batter, catcher, first 
base, and shortstop, while the other umpire attends second 
and third bases. The teacher acts umpire-in-chief. 

Each team has six players the blackboard floor which 
represents the field during the game. While members one 
team take their turns “at bat” and attempt score, their 
opponents are the field prevent them from scoring. 

The pitcher, whose duty pitch the problems, takes 
his position the regular pitcher’s plate. The other players 
take their places (in diamond form blackboards are 
arranged) the board the following manner: batter, 
catcher, shortstop (blackboard space for first baserunner), 
the first baseman (space for second baserunner), the second 
baseman (space for third baserunner), and the third baseman. 

given signal, the pitcher gives problem which 
worked and checked every player the blackboard. the 
batter solves correctly, goes first base. Should finish 
his problem before the catcher, shortstop, first baseman, 
advances two bases; before the catcher, shortstop, first 
baseman, and second baseman, advances three; if, before 
the catcher, shortstop, first, second, and third baseman, 
makes home run. The seats are home base. 

The batter out misses the problem and the catcher 
solves correctly. When neither the batter nor the catcher 
solves the given problem correctly called strike. After 
three strikes, the batter declared out and second member 
his team takes his place. Problems written illegibly 
disorderly constitute foul and three fouls make out. 

baserunner advances one base, case solves the given 
problem before his opponent his respective base. If, how- 
ever, his problem wrong, out. remains the 
same base the baseman beats him his problem solved 
incorrectly written illegibly another baseman 
advances his base then out regardless the base- 
man’s work. 

Whenever player has been all three bases, has 
scored home run. soon three outs are declared, the 
fielding and batting teams change sides. When each has had 
bat, inning has been played. The team securing 
the highest number runs the winner. 


Study Habits 


Much has been written about teaching the child study, 


and yet safe say that most children and many older 
people have never learned how make efficient use their 
minds. The following observations efficient study habits 
have been adapted, with some additions, from series 
articles originally contributed Frank Scott, superin- 
tendent schools Belmont, Massachusetts, the Belmont 
Citizen. 

Does the child know what should when say, 
“Study your lesson”? begin with, should make the 
necessary preparations. were getting ready for race 
football game, would assume his position the 
line alert and ready for instant action. necessary condi- 
tion for study should assume physical position, com- 
fortable but not conducive repose. The room which 
working should quiet. cannot concentrate upon his 
work while the radio operation the rest the family 
engaged noisy conversation amusement. should 
have convenient desk some sort properly lighted. His 
books, paper, pencils, etc., should hand proper 
condition for use. 


Study Hours 

Just business executive doctor has office hours, 
student should have study hours. The habit assigning 
regular time each duty important secret effi- 
ciency. considerable part the time between the close 
the school day and the evening meal should given 
recreation some form interesting physical activity, 
possible out doors. this has been done, the student will 
good mental and physical condition for period 
quiet study after supper. The length this period will depend 
upon the amount work done, but should never 
prolonged the expense sufficient sleep. Wouldn’t work 
marvelous change the accomplishments our junior- 
and senior-high-school students well the mental and 
spiritual life the entire nation the whole family would, 
rule, observe quiet hour two reading and study 
the early part the evening; this followed 
singing, story-telling, general good-fellowship, and, lastly, 
night prayers? 


Attacking the Problem 

Quiet and freedom from distractions are necessary condi- 
tions, but they are not study. The student may waste his 
study hour sharpening pencils, reading magazines, looking 
the pictures, just dreaming. Home study potent 
exercise character training; gives the student chance 
develop self-reliance and self-control. Education 
worth while must self-education; the pupil must the 
learning; schools and teachers provide merely opportunity 
and guidance. 

The tendency postpone the attack responsible for 
the loss many the battles life. Let the student train 
himself attack the harder tasks first while his mind fresh, 
and then need not worry about the lesser ones. prompt 
attack difficult task manifestation will power 
that probably more importance than intelligence for 
the task hand and for life. 


Learning the Language 

learning speak, read, and write, first necessary 
learn interpret and use set symbols vowels, 
consonants, syllables. Similarly, mathematics, science, 
manual arts, etc., the student must learn the language his 
subject; that is, the meaning the symbols and technical 
terms must use talking about the subject. must 
also learn follow the models and methods that are 


common use. 
For instance, algebra and geometry must watch and 
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listen the teacher’s demonstrations and muster courage 
ask for further explanation points not clear him. 
should form the habit getting these difficulties explained 
the teacher instead asking father mother about them 
when sits down study. Secondly, should know that 
the average textbook contains adequate explanation 
all these processes, and should form the habit studying 
them out for himself. Besides using his textbooks, should 
learn consult encyclopedias, good dictionary, and other 
reference books. Books tools for the student. Until 
learns use books answer his inquiries matters 
information, will not succeed any better than carpenter 
who would limit himself the use jackknife and 
hammer. Finally, the student must thoroughly familiarize 
himself with formulas and methods practice. 


Checking Results 

The teacher mathematics who placed her room the 
sign “Check It” knew that children, and some adults, 
not appreciate the importance accuracy. This sign was 
constant, silent lesson self-reliance. When problem 
division has been solved, the student may prove the accuracy 
his work immediately multiplying the quotient and 
divisor. When subtracts, let him check his work 
addition. 

composition should always checked careful read- 
ing. Let the student ask himself about the unity, coherence, 
and emphasis his paragraphs, the clearness and gram- 
matical correctness his sentences. should never forget 
that worth-while writer sends his work publisher 
without first carefully revising it. 


Memory Work 


Before one can think and reason about subject, must 
know something about it; that is, must have certain facts 
his mind. Since modern methods teaching have dispensed 
with much the formal memory work stressed the past, 
there danger that the student will not realize the importance 
memory training. Memory necessary practically every 
form learning. Students should learn from their teachers, 
their textbooks, and especially from their own judgment what 
facts memorize. The sequence periods history, the 
formulas chemistry. physics, and mathematics, and the 
conjugations and declensions language, well choice 
bits prose and verse should memorized. 

One the first principles memorization that, 
thing memorized, should first understood. 
When understood first, can memorized easily and 
will stay the memory. Not only must new information 
educational value, but must, far possible, related 
other facts with which one familiar. 

“Repetition the father memory.” Repetition should 
frequent first; later the intervals between repetitions 
may lengthened. Memorization poem, bit prose, 
play will easier one first tries learn the skeleton 
the selection whole. 


Learning Think 

Facts and information are but bricks and mortar for 
well-trained mind. Thought, the process mental activity, 
uses facts and information building material. Thinking 
the objective education. comprehends the relationship 
facts one another, conduct. and the whole life. 

Formal education not essential for acquiring skill 
thinking, but the ordinary means employed obtain 
this skill. Study should involve not only increase in- 
formation, but especially the consideration the meaning 
facts and their application the understanding causes, 
principles, and results. 

Unless the pupil can see the value and application 
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mathematics, working blindly. should comprehend, 
for example, that algebra application arithmetic and 
that mathematics essential the handling all physical 
material. science, should understand how the funda- 
mental physical laws apply all material things. word, 
should know that understanding facts does not 
consist merely their accumulation the memory. en- 
cyclopedic mind value, but thinking mind superior. 


Applying Knowledge 
Children are taught right principles conduct church, 
home, and school. They need, besides knowledge 
principles, training the application these principles. 
Teachers must continually emphasize the fact that students 
must think the uses knowledge, the application 
knowledge life.

expect children come school clean and suitably clothed. 
The teaching profession requires the acceptable teacher clean, 
neat, and appropriately dressed. Yet, many times, these pupils 
and their teacher must assemble room questionable its 
cleanliness and sanitation, and unattractive one would stay 
there longer than necessary. clean and orderly room, artistically 
arranged, with bit color please the eye, produces whole- 
some psychological effect and, when the pupils participate ar- 
ranging and keeping this room, there positive gain citizen- 
ship, appreciation the suitable and artistic. Moreover, 
attractive room sets the stage for well-planned and well-executed 
work. 

Decoration schoolroom can easily overworked. room 
draped orange-and-black paper chains festoons black cats 
and witches dotted promiscuously about the walls pasted 
windows, may serve for day occasion, but for month 
offense against the child’s natural sensitiveness art prin- 
ciples. Furthermore, such decorations are expensive; they become 
dirt-catchers and have little art value. 

Schoolrooms general may follow the same rules design 
the home any public building. 

The first law underlying schoolroom arrangement, decora 
tion, cleanliness. The second place for everything 
and everything its place. Then follows group art 
taught children and used teachers. There mor 
worth-while project art than that arrangement objects 
the schoolroom. Some these elementary principles are given 
the hope that superintendents and principals may observe them 
their supervisory work and promote their use the part 
teachers. 

1. The general appearance of the schoolroom should be that of rest, o! 
quiet, and attractiveness as produced by balance in line, color, and arrange- 
ment. 

2. Backgrounds shculd show less emphasis than the objects placed against 
them. For this reason, a plain neutral color should be chosen for the wail 
paper or paint and for the background of bulletin boards and the like. 

3. Dark color values at the base of an object or room give a feeling oi 
stability. Thus, we have dark floors and light ceilings. 

4. Light color values seem to increase the size of objects while dark ones 
make them smaller. We place light furniture in a small room, dark furniture 
in a large room. 

5. Colors produce different emotional responses, as: Warm colors ar 
stimulating; e.g., red or orange. Cool colors are quieting; e.g., blue, green, 
or gray. Much brilliant color is fatiguing. Much dull color is uninteresting. 

6. Large areas of color should be quiet in effect while small amounts 
may show strong contrasts. For exainple, the curtains for a cupboard might 
be a dull blue with a touch of orange for trimming. 

Repetition color enhances its effect. blue vase, picture which 
blue is the predominating color, will increase the effect of the blue curtains 
mentioned in principle 6. 

8. Unequal divisions of space are more interesting than equal divisions 
which become monctonous. Pictures hung at equal spaces about the room 
are uninteresting. 

9. To make the most pleasing space relationships, we should use propor- 
tions 3:5, 5:7, 7:11. 

10. In grouping objects, the space between should be less than the width 
of the object. This principle should be observed in hanging pictures, placing 
furniture, arranging a mantel, the top of a piano, table, or bookcase. 

11. One may obtain a feeling pf harmony by having all lines or objects 
form pleasant relationships when put together as a whole. For example, pic- 
tures are more attractive hung by two wires instead of by one forming an 
angle above the picture. The arrangement furniture not pleasing when 
we have large pieces diagonally across the corner. 

12. To enjoy any arrangement, we must feel there is a center of interest 
which we see first and from that center of interest every other detail in th 
order of its importance. 

13. A feeling of balance may be obtained by piacing objects that are alike 
at equal distances from the center, or by placing objects that are not alike at 
unequal distances from the center point, the heaviest objects being placed near 
the center. Follow this arrangement in placing the furniture in the room. 

14. Uninterrupted, vertical lines tend to increase apparent height, and 
horizontal lines tend to increase apparent width. 

15. When in doubt as to color, line, balance, go to nature as the perfect 
example. Nature never makes mistake color arrangement.
